THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

Wasuiveton, Nov. 22,—lt is understood 
that she President read his annual in 
its completed form to the Cabinet to-day. It 
is stated that the most important feature of it 
is a recommendation to Congress for a general 
ampesty—in other words, for the removal of 
all political disavilities imposed by the Four- 
teenth amendment. 

TROOPS FOR GEORGIA. 

The Administration decided to-day to or- 
der troops into Georgia to sustain the civil 
-autborities in the enforcement of the Con- 
gressional election law at the election in that 
State next month. A wember of the Cabi- 
net, who doubted the propriety of this; ex- 
pressed thé fear that the result might be the 
same as in Alabama, where leading politicians 
had admuited that the presence of troops had 
done no good in a political way. 

SENATOR SUMNER

THE AVARICIOUS CENSUS MEN. 

The cases of the Assistant Marshals whose 
account with Census Bureau show them to 
bave been guilty of meking fraudulent en- 
tries, in order to increase the per capita com- 
pensation a'lowed by law, are in the hands of 
the Attorney General, and isstructions will 
eecordingly be issucd next week to the District 
Attorneys of the several counties in which-they 
reside to institute proceedings against them 
and press fora conviction in every instance. 
In the returns made by one Assistant Mar- 
shal of West Virginia, the name of the same 
person is repeated seven times. Word hav- 
ing been gent bim that his attempt at imposi- 
tion had been discovered and the amount of 
compersasion claimed by him  dis- 
allowed, he sought to excuse him- 
self on the plea that the disputed 
name hag been fuinisuéd him at seveo differ- 
ent houses, amd that he bed received it in 
good fsith, not belrg aware at the time 
of the identity of the party. As the 
age given wes exactly the same 
in each inslarce, the Department 
denied the plea, ‘and he will be subject to 
prosecution. Otber similar frauds have been 
perpetrated by assistant Marshais in the 
thinly settled districtg of some Western 
States, but detection following, they will also 
be prosecnted. Abont seventeen cases are 
already on the table of the Attorney General, 
abd five or six wiil soon be forwarded from 
the Census Bureau:

THE CURRENCY DISTRIBOUTION, 

The amendments to the Nationa) Bank act 
enacted in July last authorized the issue of 
$54,000,000 additional currency m those States 
which hed not already their quota of circula- 
tion, and then went on to provide that if this 
amount would not satisfy the different States 
twenty-five millions more should be 
taken from the States having an excess 
and redistributed. At that time the Western 
States were clamorous for more currency 
anc it was ascertained that the whole seventy- 
pine millions would be speedily called for by 
the West and South; but up to the present 
time only about four millions have been asked 
for. This four millions bas been distributed 
among new banks organized at the West 
and South, and some of the old na- 
tional barks im those ecctions have 
profited by the recent decision of Secretary 
Bcutwell, that banks are entitled to 90 per 
cent. circulation on 10-40 bonds deposited, 
which is an ingrease of 5 percent. 

lhe fortheoming report of 
troller of the Currepcy will con- 
tain interesting etatements concerning 
the e; erations of the law enacted at the last 
session fora distribution of additiohal cur- 
rercy and for the establishment of gold 
banks. Only twoof the latter have been es- 
tabli-hed thus far, and but one or two addi- 
‘tional applications are pending. The Comp- 
troller’s report will aleo exhibit the condition 
of ail the National banks in the United States 
at the close of business on the 9th of October. 

THE KING OF BRAZIL.

The Louisville Commercial is thoroughly 
convinced that the Democrats of Kentucky 
have no right to menace their Republican 
fellow-citizens with military subjugation, 
or mob them, or murder them “for daring 
to exercise the privilege of freemen.” To 
.. this.extent the orthodoxy of the Commer- 
cial is indorsed by every Democrat in Ken- 
tucky. All our laws show it; our free 
elections prove it; and all the expressions 
of our press and people maintaia it. So 
sure is the Commercial of being mght 
on this point that it repeats the denial 
from day to day as it its 
iteration alope can elevate it to 
* dignity of a recognized principle 

in our social intercourse. But when the 
Commercial finds the shoe on the other 
toot, when it meets with any one of the 
maby occasions upon which it might very 
appropriately deny the right of Republi- 
cans to threaten their Democratic fellow- 
citizens with military subjugation, or mob 
them, or imprison them, or murder them 
“jor daring to exercise the privilege of 
freemen,” then it either weakens, flickers, 
or boldly adopts the affirmative. 
The disfranchisement of ftree-born Demo- 
crats, the proscriptive measures of all 
kinds enacted as laws and enforced 
by . partisan troops tor purely 
partisan ends, the court-martial jurisdic- 
tion accompanied by fines, imprisonments, 
sentences of death and sentences of exile 
—all of which characterized the sway of 
so-calied Republicanism during the last 
five years, and continue to characterize 
its supremacy in some States—have been, 
we admit, mildly ajiuded to by the Com- 
mercial as a war policy which it was un- 
wise for the Republicans to adhere to 
atter five years’ of profound peace. But 
contrast the cooing tones in’ which it 
censures Republican outrages elsewhere 
with the harsh, fierce blasts with 
which it seeks to inaugurate them here 
in Kentucky! The shaving of a horse’s tail; 
the untimely death of Lowry’s goats; the 
occurrence of any little election fight be- 
tween partisans drunk or sober, is sufficient 
to bring from the Commercial the asser- 
tion that there is no protection, no safety, 
as to life or property, tor Union men in 
Kentucky; that our entire social and polit- 
ical life is an organized amd cruel war 
upon Union men, and that these have no 
bope but in the armed interference of the 
Federal Government. It cries out that the 
laws are not enforced, and when the 
militia are armed to enforce them, under 
a law which enables white Republicans 
to form militia companies as well as Dem- 


| Kentucky, 


ocrats, it cries out against the constitution- 
al right of our people to bear arms, and 
threatens them with the interference of the 
Federal power. 

All this may be loyalty, but it is not that 
loyalty which begins at home; it is not loy- 
alty to Kentucky. Leaving all charity and 
generosity out of the question, it is not 
justice to Kentucky, because it is not even 
“founded upon facts.” Our lawsrecognize 
no political distinction between the white 
citizens ot Kentucky. The administrators 
of those laws have made no such distinc. . 
tions—the Commercial cannot cite a 
singleinetance, The militia have molested 
no man of any politics—have not been seen. 
at elections, except under the orders of the 
civil authorities, and have prevented no 
man from voting. As to the negroes, they 
have the United States Courts and Mar- 
shals to protect them in many cases where 
equal protection is denied to white men. 
As to lawless malefactors, there are as 
many of them in one party as the other; 
and as to sudden breaches of the peace 
caused by political dissension, it is sheer 
perversity to lay all the responsibility for 
them on one side when the other side en- 
gages in them with the same alacrity. 

These remarks are suggested by the ti- 
rade which the Commercial pours out con- 
cerning the arming of the militia in Gar- | 
rard county, which it pronounces a mil- | 
tary crusade, a partisan attempt ‘“‘to drive | 
the Republicans trom Garrard county 4nd | 
to over-ride the will of the majority | 
of its legal voters." Why need. 
the majority in Garrard county | 
fear the militia when they can organize 
militia companies and be sworn into the 
service of the peace on the same terms as 
Democrats? The truth is that the whole 
outcry is a repetition of the sham 
wail that was raised about the Scott county | 
militia. Whatever the object may be, the 
effect evidently is to make the negroes un- 
easy and dissatisfied with life in the coun- 
try, if not turbulent and hostile to the 
whites; to deter immigration by sending 
abroad an utterly false picture of life in

They have an eléction law by 
which whole States may be distranchised, 
they have the counting of the electoral 
vote, and, if suffered to run at will undi- 
vided and undismayed, they have the dis- 
position to employ their power to its 
fullest limit, by force or by fraud, trusting 
the issue to the Supreme Court, which they 
control, and, ai the worst, to the army and 
navy, which obey their orders.

thankful for a]l the aid and comiort it can 
get, thankful for small favors and tor large 
fayors—hapkful for itavors trom old 
friends andold enemies, Itcan not afford 
to put on any airs. Its leading idea 
should be to secure more votes, not to raise 
up more tests, and particularly such a test 
as that marked out by the Memphis Ap- 
peal and its comrade, the Mobile Register. 
Those papers seem t0 be much more 
efficient, aa they are certainly much 
, in assailing their political com- 
panions than in assailing the party they 
affect to despise and dread. It they really 
dread and despise the Radicals as much as 
they say they do, they had best look to 
the course of events andobserve the things 
that lie just before them. We had thought 
the lesson we gave them last summer 
would be enough. But, if they want 
another drubbing, they can get their fill of 
it. Sull, weinsist that we wish to take no 
unfair advantage of them and had rather 
see them shooting harmless fragments into 
the enemy’s camp than flattening their 
heads in a blind and stupid raid upon that 
Democratic line of battle which is extend- 
ing from one end of tke country to the 
other, They can not turn it back, though 
they might fall in and march with it.
